Rumours of Grits’ 
demise dead wrong 


C an Canadian Liberalism survive? Is the party over? 

The times are clearly dire, for Canadian Grits. One 
need only to survey newspaper opinion pages to know this 

"(There has been) a new round of media and public 
speculation about the imminent collapse of Canadian 
Liberalism,” wrote one respected analyst in the National 
Post. “The Liberal party (is) dying... the future (will) reveal 
Canadian national politics as a two-party struggle between 
the Conservatives and the NDP," the Post declares in 
another column. 

“(Liberals are) likely to undergo further factional 
fighting as prospective contenders try to build support for 
their future leadership runs,” declares a Maclean's cover 
story. Liberals are “essentially rudderless," yet another Post 
columnist writes. “(The Grits) failed to modernize and 
reposition the Liberal party.” 

The columnist quotes a former national director of the 
Liberals: “The Liberals didn’t know where they were going, 
and still don't." And so on, and so on. Everywhere you 

With the federal Liberals in third place and seeking new 
leadership — and with the Ontario and Quebec Liberal 
parties effectively leaderless, and facing the prospect 
of being out of power for a long time to come, perhaps 
indefinitely — the Liberal party brand seems to be “dying,” 
as the Post columnist wrote. 

Not quite. The first round of quotes, above, were taken 
from Canadian newspapers from 1985, shortly after the 
federal party’s drubbing in the September 1984 federal 
election. The other quotes come later, in and around 1989 
and 1990. 

In the years that shortly followed, the Conservative party 
was reduced to two seats, and the Liberal Party of Canada 
commenced an extraordinary hat trick of majorities. 

In Ontario and Quebec, too, Jean Charest and Dalton 
McGuinty would go on to lead their respective parties to 

Liberals are used to this. 

But despite getting it wrong in the mid-'80s, the late '80s, 
and a decade ago, the crepe-hangers are back at it. They 
were wrong before, and they are wrong now. In a country 
as big and as diverse as this one, one-size-fits-all political 
ideology — as favoured by the Conservatives and the NDP 
— doesn’t work. Canada, and Canadians, swing left and 
right, as the circumstances warrant.

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RINGWORM 


Ringworm is a common name for fungal skin infections. 
These types of infections are also referred to as tinea. They affect 
approximately 10% to 20% of the population. Ringworm appears 
as rings or round red patches with clear centers and red, scaly 
borders. Tinea can affect the scalp, nails, or skin. 

Management for superficial fungal infections involves some 
simple non-drug methods, and over-the-counter remedies in the 
form of sprays lotions and creams. Affected individuals should 
try to reduce moisture in the affected area. Loose-fitted clothing 
made of cotton or material that absorbs moisture should be 
worn. The skin should be dried completely before covering with 
clothing. If the infection involves the feet, flip flops should be 
worn with bare feet to prevent spread to others and reinfection. 

There are also many topical antifungal agents available. 
Examples include Canesten cream (clotrimazole), Nizoral 
shampoo (ketoconazole), and Monistat-Derm (miconazole), to 
name a few. Creams and solutions are useful because they can 
be rubbed into the area. Solutions work in hairy areas because 
they are easier to apply. Powders can serve as useful additions 
to creams and solutions. They are helpful when the infection is 
wet or oozing, or where a drying agent is needed. When applying 
the antifungal product it should be applied to the lesion as well 
as one to two inches around the lesion. The antifungal should 
also be used for one to two weeks after lesions clear to reduce 
the rate of recurrence. 

Patients who havediabetes.orthosewhoareimmunosuppressed 
may need prescription oral therapy. It is best for your doctor to 
assess theses fungal infections. Fungal infections of the nail are 
also resistant to over-the-counter treatment. 

There are some home remedies for treating nail fungus. 
Patients have tried applying Vies VapoRub and tea tree oil. There 
is not a lot of evidence to suggest the efficacy of these products 
for this condition, however some people may wish to try them 
before resorting to an oral medication. 

If you think you may be affected by a fungal infection there 
are a number of treatment options available. Most issues can be 
resolved with some persistence and the proper product. Please 
speak to your pharmacist about what option is best for you.

Council’s budget committee recom¬ 
mended Thursday a $3.3-million plan to 
help cover the funding lost when the prov¬ 
ince reduced the Community Start-Up and 
Maintenance Benefit. That hefty 52% cut 
left the region searching for ways to fund 
the benefit, which is often used by lower- 
income people to cover their last month’s 
rent deposit 

Though the plan covers all Ontario Works 
recipients who could draw on the benefit, 
which will vanish Jan. 1, many on disability 
benefits will not be covered because the plan 
doesn’t fill the entire $5.3-million gap left by 
the binding cut 

Regional council still must approve the 
decision. 

"We are probably facing the largest social 
tsunami of our lifetimes, in terms of what is 
about to unfold,” said Pelham Coun. Brian 

He joined the rest of council in backing the 
plan, which takes the remaining $2.3 million 
in funding the region will still get and rolls it 
up with $500,000 drawn bom an emergency 
account and another $470,000 council had 
already put into the program previously.

WELLAND — The death of a loved one 

When Betty Doris Cross died in 
August at the age of 94, her family, with 
heavy hearts, began making funeral 
arrangements. 

John Cross and Nadine Wernham 
planned to have their mother’s ashes 
buried in a family plot at Overholt 
Cemetery in Bethel under the same grave 
marker as their father Harold Cross. This is 
exactlywhathappenedonAug. 10. 

But before Mrs. Cross could be laid to 
rest, a very significant issue came to light 

The cemetery, which the City of Port 
Colbome had taken over administration of 
only one week before, did not have com¬ 
plete records of the burials on site. 

This was learned after the grave of 
Harold Cross, the only Harold Cross on 
record at the 3rd Concession cemetery, 
was prepared for the interment of Mrs. 
Cross’s ashes. 

When her family arrived for the service, 
they realized the wrong plot had been 
readied. Though it was the plot of a Harold 
Cross, the only one on cemetery record, it 
was not that of Mrs. Cross’s husband. 

After informing onsite staff of the issue 
and directing them to the right location, a 
plot marked with both Mr. and Mrs. Cross's 
names, the family learned the correct plot 
would be prepared later that day.

“We don’t feel like we have closure,” 
she said, adding she feels as though she 
didn't have an opportunity to properly say 
goodbye. 

“This has been very, very hard," she said, 
while visibly upset

hopes of finding some resolution.
